The strikers’ refusal to accept Mr. Hoxie's 


modified agreement places the movement

The local Knights 
are as firm and as confident as they 
were at the start, and the railroad 
officials remain determined to maintain the 
fight to the bitter end.

JOHN BRIGHT EXPRESSES ADMIRATION 
FOR GLADSTONE’S IRISH SCHEME. 


Davitt’s Address to the Manchester Liberal 
Club — The Cabinet Crisis — The Queen's 
Drawing-Room—Troops and Strikers Fight- 
ing in Belgtum Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 23,—The statement that Mr. 

Bright leans toward Chamberlain rather than 

Gladstone, is incorrect. At a long interview 

with Gladstone he learned all about the lat- 

ter’s scheme, and expressed admiration of 
its original and ingenious character. The Bir- 
mingham caucus, through its organ, declares 
also that it is not preparing to oppose Glad- 
stone, but is simply waiting like everybody 
else till Parliament is in possession of full in- 
formation. These points are in Gladstone’s 
favor, but do not make a difference in the sit- 
uation as regards Chamberlain's and Tre- 
velyan’s secession, which is as certain as any- 
thing in opportunist politics can be. 

THE SITUATION IN GREECE

ANEW LABOR ORDER BEING ORGANIZED 
IN THE EAST. © int 


The Maxwell Boycott Again in Force — In- 
crease in New Assemblies of the Knights 
of Labor—The Burlington Engineers—Tube 
Works Strike Ended—The Pittsburg Street 
Car Men—Labor News. 


Boston, March 23.—A rumor has for some 
time been current in labor circles here that a 
new secret order, resembling that of the 
Knights of Labor and to be called the Knights 
of Industry, was in course of formation. 
Inquiry yesterday showed that the report is 
well founded. A number of meetings having 
been held, correspendence opened with labor 
leaders and a preamble and declaration of. 
principles provisionally adopted. In a 
few days, perhaps, public meetings will 
be called and action taken for the 
incorporation of the order and the 
securing of members. J. W. Mahony, 
W.F. Falls, N. E. Chase, and other promi- 
nent labor agitators are local leaders in the 
movement. The order will embrace hand and 
brain workers throughout the country, and 
will work onthe same general lines as the 
Knights of Labor, but with more definiteness 


upon certain issues. Strikers will be discour- 
edand arbitration advocated. A congress 
of the leaders will probably be held in Septem- 
ber. The new order is not intended to antago- 
nize the Knights of Labor, but to rig) ogee 
it, and its promoters believe that they will 
have the sympathy and assistance of the older 
organizations. .

It is to be regretted, therefore, 
that aserious misunderstanding seems to 
have crept in between the Knights of 
Labor and the two Governors.

W thus reported in our Saturday 
issue: 


Our meeting with Mr. PowpEeRLY and the 
emloyes of the Missouri Pacific Road was en- 
tirely unlooked for upon our part. We did 
not seek it nor did we offer to interfere in the 
strike inany way. Our concern was for the 
protection and advancement of the commerce 
of our respective States. Trade has been 
paralyzed for some time past and we deemed 
it our duty to do all that lay in our power to 
restore it to its normal condition. 

While in consultetion at Kansas City, Mr. 
POWDERLY sent word that he would like to see 
Gov. Marti, and later on that he wanted to 
confer with both of us upon the subject of the 
strike. Desiring to pave the way to arbitra. 
tion we met Mr, PowpeRLY and the employes’ 
committee, The result of our conference, 
you know. Mr, PowpERLy and the employes 
ask that the contract entered into last epring 
between the Missouri Pacific and its employes 
be carried out, and Gov. MARTIN and myself 
have come here with the intention of seeing 
Mr. Hoxie and doing what we can to bring 
about a settlement. 

Gov. MARTIN, when approached upon the 
subject, said: Gov. MARMADUKE bas given 
you substantially the facts in the matter. 

In their address to the public the strik- 
ers’ committee give the following as their 
version of the intervention of the two 


Governors: 

That while in conference in Kansas City we 
were sent for by the Governors, and out of 
respect for them a committee was appointed, 
consisting of employes of the Gould roads 
only, which met with them, and by request 
stated the cause of the present withdrawal of 
active labor from the roads of the Gould 
Southwest system. On their suggestion these 
gentlemen agreed to see Mr. HOXIE and at- 
tempt a settlement if possible. It was agreed, 
in deference to their wishes, that we should 
submitto them all om grievances, with the 
understanding that they would arrange a 
meeting between Mr. Hoxn and ourselves. 
They desired permission to settle as best they 
couldon an understanding that we would 
abide by their décision. To this we de- 
murred, unless we were first permitted to 
pass upon the terms of settlement. With this 
understanding we consented to the interposi- 
tion between Mr. Hou and ourselves. Mr. 
Hoxik® refused to receive a delegation from 
the employes or the Knights of Labor, and the 
Governors received from Mr, Hoxik the docu- 
ment published yesterday, which was given to 
the press even before we were permitted to 
see it. Now, in justice to ourselves and the 
truth of history, we desire to make the follow- 
ing points of fact: 

1. The interposition of the Governors was 
voluntary on their part, coming to Kansas 
City and seeking an interview with our board. 

2. We refused them the privilege of adjust- 
ing our differences or accepting terms of set- 
tlement without first submitting them to this 
committee for approval, notwithstanding 
which they received Mr. Hoxw's ‘‘proposi- 
tion,’’ qualifications and all, and turned them 
over to the press and public before we were 
even permitted to see them. 


Both sides understood that the Govern- 
ors were to see Mr. HoxR and attempt to 
bring about asettlement. But the Knights 
insist that it was only to obtain proposi- 
tions from Mr, Hoxie through MARMAaDUKE 
and MARTIN, ora hearing of their griev- 
ances and propositions, which Mr. Hoxie 
had declined to discuss with any commit- 
tee representing their organization. They 
distinctly declare that they refused to 
authorize the Governors to make terms 
for them. 2 

The Governors seem to have acted upon 
a different understanding and to have re- 
garded themselves as cammissioned to 
confer with Mr. Hoxie alone, to get his 
statement of the controversy, and to pre- 
sent his ultimatum to the public, with 
such full or partial indorsement as they 
chose to give it. without any further con- 
ference with the strikers, and without any 
statement which the latter might be able 
to present, if given an opportunity to 
leave the matter to arbitration as they 
desired. 

The Knights, therefore, complain that 
the Governors exceeded the role of medi- 
ators, and in assuming unasked the funo- 
tion of arbitrators even violated the pro- 
prieties of fair arbitration when they gave 
Mr. Hoxm's ultimatum such a strong in- 
dorsethent upon a mere ex parte hearing 
—giving it as their opinion that the Mis- 
sourl Pacifio had honorably carried out 
the agreement of March, 1885, and that 
the strike was so causeless as to amount to 
a violation of that agreement by the em- 
ployes, and a release of the road from the 
obligations of that agreement. 

If the allegations of the Knights are 
true, they show that the two Governors 
gravely misunderstood the request of the 
strikers and used it to render the other 
side some valuable assistance, to the ex- 
tent of prejudging the question at issue 
between Mr. Hoxie and the strikers, 
without giving the latter gny better hear- 
ing than he had accorded to them. 

This is a matter that should be cleared up. 
There is a disposition among the masses to 
be jealous of the influence of great cor- 
porations over public officials, When 
Governors appear in the role of mediators 
between railroads and their employes, if 
such mediation is to be worth anything at 
allitis worth being tried in a way that 
wards off suspicion. It is at least un- 
fortunate that the two Governors spent so 
much time in close conference with Mr. 
Hoxie, aud fired his ujtimatum at the 
publio with their indorsement, and de- 
parted without stopping a minute to ex.

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THE LABOR SENTIMENT. 

The conditions offered by Mr. Hoxie 
have been refused by the Knights of 
Labor, and if Mr. Hox cannot find 
other workmen to work on those condi- 
tions there is nothing for him to do but to 
offer conditions which will be acceptable 
to the only men whom he can get to work 
forhim. He certainly has not succeeded 
in getting anything like a sufficient force 
of men to take the place of the strikers 
here in St. Louis, and there is no evidence 
that hecan be more successful at other 
points, Although Mr. Hoxie is a great 
employer of labor, we fear that he does not 
understand the spirit and feeling of the 
working classes. He seems to think that 
because there are many men out of 
work or working for scanty wages 
they will at once step in and take the 
places of the strikers. This is a grievous 
error, The sentiment which is now up- 
permost in the minds of workmen, a 
sentiment which is almost universal and 
which is embraced with fanatical intensi- 
ty, is the sentiment that striking unionists 
are sacrificing themselves for the benefit 
of their fellow-workmen,and thatit is base 
ingratitude and treachery for any work- 
man to step in and help to down“ them 
by siding with capital, This sentiment is 
all the stronger when the strike is against 
a great corporation; strongest of all when 
it is against one of the Gould corpo- 
rations. It is quite strong enough to keep 
thousands of unemployed workmen from 
accepting work at the price of defeating 
the strike, anditis the real reason why 
the management of the Missouri Pacific 
has not been able in sixteen days to get 
sixteen dozen men to take the place of 
nearly four thousand strikers,

OUR BOOK CONTEST, 

The lists of books received from com- 
petitors for the Posr-Disrarch prizes now 
amount to more than one thousand. A 
large proportion of these lists indicate 
thought, study and judicious selection, 
The works published during the century 
which have most deeply impressed the 
minds of people have received due atten- 
tion inthe arrangement of the lists, and 
all the departments -of literature have 
been duly explored. But it may be still 
possible for some scholarly and discrimi- 
nating competitor to prepare a stronger 
list than any yet received. The contest 
has awakened a salutary interest in the 
subject of books and has proved of sub- 
stantial benefit to reading people.

ONE point about the present controversy 
which should not be lost sight of is that 
Mr. Hoxre could have ended the strike at 
any time by simply saying that he would 
confer with the Knights of Labor. His 
refusal to do this closes all discussion on 
the other points, namely: whether the 
strike was based on good reasons, or 
whether the agreement of March, 1885, 
had been broken or not. It makes the 
whole question hinge on whether a cor- 
poration which employs thousands of 
men is justified in refusing to 
treat with an organization which 
authorized to act 
for them. Even if Mr. GouLtp had 
any prospect of succeeding in such a pol- 
icy he would not be justified in doing so at 
the expense of the public interests which 
have thus far been ruthlessly sacrificed, 
but there is little hope that any success in 
such a line will be permanent. If men 
are obtained to take the place of striking 
Knights of Labor now, they will probably 
be Knights of Labor themselves within a 
year, and the question will come up again 
in the same shape, only with both parties 
better prepared for a more costly and bit- 
ter struggle.

TRADES UNIONS. 


— — T — 


THE ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF LABOR 
ORGANIZATIONS. 


Laws Against Combinations of Working- 
men — Progress of the Idea in England 
and America — Numerical Strength of 
Trades Unions. 


Trades unions are somewhere said to be a 
natural outgrowth of natural laws. However 
this may be, states the Washington Post, all 
‘such organizations have been until a very re- 
cent period, ike confidence, plants of very 
slow growth. As long ago as the time of the 
first Edward, English peasants sought by 
united action to alleviate in some particulars 
the hardships of theirlot, but their efforts, 
being generally directed to the redress of 
special grievances, ceased when success, and 
more frequently failure, was attained. It was 
not until the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury that trades unions began to be organized 
for mutual aid and protection and to be per- 
manent. The Watchmakers’ Society in Lon- 
don was one of a few existing in 1708, but they 
were all equally Ulegal and abhorrent to the 
sentiment of the ruling classes, their mem- 
bers having no power or influence in the State. 
Hampered by such conditions little good was 
immediately accomplished, nearly every at- 


me. 

Still these associations increased in number 
and importance, ones Se ban of illegality 
was not removed, the endly Society of Iron 
Founders, as late as 1810, being obliged to meet 
on dark nights on the wastes and moors in the 
highlands of the midland counties, and to keep 
their archives buried in the peat. In those 
days strikes, the only remedies known, were 
generally accompanied by violence, which law 
undertook to meet with the harshest enact- 
ments, it being an offense punishable with 
death, in 1812, to destroy a loom. 

THE PEACE WHICH FOLLOWED WATERLOO, , 
stopping the enormous oxpencnres of a great 
war, brought about the inevitable reaction 
and threw out of work thousands of skille 
operatives, reducing them to almost hopeless 
straits. All sorts o Itations for the relief 
of labor were conducted and remedies pro- 
posed. Naturally, trades unions availed 
hemselves of the situation to procure legisla- 
tion placing their organizations on ale and 
more satisfactory footing. The act of 1824 ro- 
sulted, which declared combinations of work- 
ingmen to belegal, but only for ‘‘improving 
wages and reducing the hours of labor,’’ an 
combinations under it in restraint of trade“ 
being criminal as before. 

Twenty-two years later, in 1846, an indict- 
ment fifty-seven yards long was found against 
a large number of persons tor conspiracy in 


all known or imaginable means relied upon to 
bring it about, and which resulted in very 
many convictions. It was decided in 1867 that 
trades unions having rules relating to strikes 
could hold no property even for benevolent or 
charitable purposes. This being unsatisfactory 
aroyal commission was appointed shortly 
after the Sheffield outrages to examine gen- 
erally into labor troubles, and among the re- 
sults of its investigations was the act of 1871, 
declaring trades unions legal organizations, 
and; what was all-important, that the mem- 
bers thereof were not liable to indictment for 
conspiracy. Upto fifteen years ago, there- 
fore, it was a criminal offense in Great Britain 
for workingmen to unite sagetser for peace- 
able action in furtherance ofa strike. 

All legal barriers now being removed, a 
rapid and marvelous increase in the organiza- 
tion, influence and resources of labor began, 
so that any statistics a few years old are a long 
way behind existing facts. At the general con- 
ference of 1883 there were 173 delegates from 
135 bodies, — — re unionists. The 
five largest unions doubled in the sixteen years 
previous, and so rapid has been the increase 
since that the number now in the United King- 
dom is * — „000. Their funds, 
in spite of heavy losses fro trikes, are con- 
stantiy increasing. The cash ance of the 
five largest unions—engineers, tron founders, 
carpenters, tailors and stonemasons—was in 
1 £360,000, and their income for the same 
year was £330,000. The seven largest societies 
expended in 1881 for sickness, deaths, super- 
— accidents, funerals, ete., 4220, 


LABOR ORGANIZATIONS 

in the United States and Canada have had very 
much the same history for the same period of 
time as their British brethren, though there 
never has been the same legal hostility. Such 
was the construction of the law in several 
States, however, that it was thought advisable 
to procure statutes declaring that combina- 
tions to encourage strikes were not criminal 
conspiracies, provided the particular act com- 
piained of, U done by one person, was not a 
crime. Lawes of this character were passed in 
ay an in 1884, New Jersey in 1883 and New 
York in 1882. Laws expressly authorizing the 
organization of trades unlonf were 2 in 
Maryland in 1884 and in Michigan in 1885. 

The earliest labor combinations in this 
country were modeled after those in existence 
in England. Each trade or craft had its own 
union and worked independently not only of 
the outside world, but of unions of other 
trades as well. These unions still continue 
under the name of the Federation of Trades, 
and a national convention meets every year 
composed of delegates from each union. But 
it was long ago discovered that the general 
organization was not stro enough for de- 
fensive, even without considering the neces- 
sity for offensive operations. In the event of 
any difficulty with employers it was often 
iound that the union in trouble was left to its 
own resources without any help from 
other tradest or crafts. 

The mischief was well understood long be- 
fore a practiCtal man was found to app ya 
remedy. The old system -was much like that 
in force under the Articles of Confederation 
in which each State heard the ri ia — 0 
Congress and then did as it pleased. Evidently 
a new union was necessary, with a central 
head and well-defined executive powers. 
Uriah Stephens, a Philadelphia tailor, with 
six others of like occupation, met at his invi- 
tation in 1800 and formulated a plan of thor- 
ough union of mechanics, laborers, tradesmen 
and others of like sympaties in an organiza- 
tion to be known as the Knights of Labor. 
Originally so quiet a society as to compei its 
members to keep secret even their member- 
ship, it has only been within the last few 
years that ite existence has been admitted, 
und even now reticence is the rule as to those 
matters about which the public is most con- 
cerned—ita strength and pecuniary resources.

This is the last chapter in the history of the 
Home Cirele. It is not a pleasant one to the 
little coterie of men and women to whom the 
seasons of the organizatin with their fine 
hops, the last one always a bal masque, have 
been the chief sources of enjoyment 
for the past twenty seven years. It is an in- 
teresting fact to note that of the Board of Di- 
rectors who dissolved the society, only two— 
Mr. E. R. Norris and Mr. C, Bent Carr—be- 
longed tothe first Board of Directors, and 
probably the number of original members 
could be told off on the fingers of both hands. 

THE LATTER-DAY MAGNIFICENCE 

of the hops of the Home Circle and its propor- 
tions were not promised in ite beginning in 


1859. 
There was no city then to 
speak of beyond Fifteenth street, 


and every one who was any one at all knew 


every one else. To —— the desire 
tor amusement, the ed men ot 
that day ormed a dancing club 
and dubbed it the Home Circle. 


It was not very pretentious in aim or in prac- 
tice. So far from this, one of its main principles 
was that t parties should be inexpenaive 
and unfashionable. It was formed to 
afford social enjoyment to married people 
who were largely excluded from the parties of 
the enmatried. One of the original rules was 
that ladies should attend in street dresses 
and that no — — should de expected. 
So, when the first series of parties were given 
inthe old Bernard Pratte mansion, on the 
corner of Fifth and Olive streets, there was an 
absence of magnificence, and simplicity 
and plainness in dress was the rule. 
The house was occupied by Guenadon asa 
restaurant and confectionery 2 the time 
and supper was served in the little 
eating-room down-stairs. The members 
went to the p and returned home in a 
four-horse bus which went around and col- 
lected them and then went around and 
dropped them out agate. Dancing was com- 
— n at o clock and ceased 


rom dnight. yb was served at 
1o'e — Not a bal costume nor a dress suit 
was to seen onthe floor. The music was 


furnished by Postiewaite and four musicians. 

At the last hop of the Home Circle it was re- 
marked that nothing equaling it in brilliancy 
and magnificence of costume had 
ever been seen in St. Louis. One 
lady wore diamonds worth $40,000, and the 
dresses were marvels of richness and costli- 
ness. The streets around the Southern Hotel 
were blocked with carriages, and the spread 
was a banquet in a bower of plants and 
flowers.

“THE KITTSON SCANDAL. 


Mrs. Kittson Dies of a Shock Caused by the 
Recent Exposures. 

New York, March 23.—The Sun this morning 
says: The marriage of Hercules L. Kittson, 
son of Commodore Norman W. Kittson, has 
deen followed at no long period by the death 
of his mother, Mary A. Kittson, who was a 
witness in the divorce suit brought by her 
son’s wife to establish her marriage. The 
young man wi is over six feet tall, was mar- 
ried on April 25, 1885, while underthe influence 
of liquor, to Mary King, or Minnie Olark, as 
she was also known, ina disreputable house 
kept by her in Sixth avenue. Young Kittson 
insists that he knew nothing of the m e 
until the woman accosted him inthe street in 
June, 1885. The divorce suit was begun in the 
Supreme Court in December, and young Kitt- 
son has since been rusticating at his father’s 
stock farm at Ersenbheim, Cherry Hul, 


Pa. His mother first learned of the 
marriage on October 28, when her 
daughter-in-law reeled into her room at the 


Wiadsor Hotel in an intoxicated condition and 
announced herself. The shock nearly pr 

trated Mrs. Kittson at the time, apd ghe 
watched the progress of the divorce suit with 
great anxiety. M. Porter, her son's coun- 
sel, made a motion for an annulment of the 
marriage on the grounds that he was intox!i- 
cated ; that he was not of age at the time of the 
marriage; that the plaintiff was of confessed 
immoral character and that the defendant had 
not lived with her after the marriage. He also 
submitted evidence that the defendant had 
stopped at three different hotels with three 
different men since the marriage. On March 


15, Mrs. King-Clark-Kittson put in her 
answer to young Kittson's charges. 
In her answer she admitted flatly 


enough that she had been unfaithful to her 
husband since the marriage, but alleged that 
it was with his consent and connivance, and 
that he had condoned her offenses by living 
with her since then. This gave Mrs. Rittson a 
terrible shock and the next day she was com- 
pletely prostrated.

WHY THEY REFUSE. 


ANSWER OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR TO 
7 MR. H. M. HOXIE. 


The Three Documents Prepared by the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Organization — Ad- 
dresses to the Labor Organizations, to the 
Merchants and to the Public Generally. 


The Executive Board of District Ass embly 
No. 101, Knights of Labor, of which Martin 
Irons is Chairman, assisted by members of 
other district boards, completed a hard day’s 
work about sundown last evening. About 
that time they gave out for publication the re- 
sults of their labor, which are printed below.

TO THE MERCHANTS. 


To the Merchants and Manufacturers and Business 

Men of the City of St. Lows: 

Now that for many days the commerce of 
the country has been paralyzed through that

Kingston’s Music Hall Dedicated by Horace 
Greeley Many Years Ago.

KinGcstTon, N. T., March 23.—Music Hall is 
advertised to be sold at public auction, and its 
prospective change of ownership has been the 
means of eliciting reminiscences of Horace 
Greeley which have never been in print. Mr. 
Greeley made aspeech in Kingston,many years 


ot having a large public hall here. A stock 
company was formed; the hall was built. It 
was decided that Horace Greeley should dedi- 
cate the hall. A letter was written him to that 
effect. Mr. Greeley answered, but the mem- 
bers of the committee could not read it.A man 
finally was found who deciphered the writing. 


Greeley said he would come and he did so. 
Greeley never was considered an orator. On 
the night of the dedication he taiked so long 
and so poorly that he came near driving every 
one out of the hall. He was the guest of Gen. 
T. B. Gates. Mr. Greeley said he wished to 
take the carly boat in the morning for New 
York. Gen. Gates made arrangements to give 
him an elaborate breakfast and to convey him 
to the steamboat dock at Kingston Point. A 
servant rapped on the bed-room door atthe 
proper time, and Gen. Gates, when breakfast 
was ready, went to escort the journalist to the 
table. e rapped, but received no answer. 
He rapped again and still no answer. Becom- 
ing alarmed he tried the door, and as it 
was unlocked he opened it and walked in. 
The room was vacant. A search was made 
for Mr. Greeley. The news spread all over 
Kingston that he had been abducted or that he 
had committed suicide by jumping into 
Esopus Creek. After along search a colored 
man was found who said that he had seen a 
man going across lots from Gen. Gates’ house 
toward Rondout. ‘‘How was he dressed,’’ 
was asked. He answered: ‘‘Ina white coat
